Use only the AY 31 70 adapter (4.5 V / 300 mA direct 
current, positive pole to the center pin) or AY 3171 adapter 
(4.5 V / 200 mA direct current, positive pole to the center 
pin). Any other product may damage the player.

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CD PLAYER AND CD HANDLING 

• Do not touch the lens (a) of the CD player. 

• Do not expose the unit, batteries or CDs to humidity, 
rain, sand or excessive heat (caused by heating 
equipment or direct sunlight). 

» You can clean the CD player with a soft, slightly 
dampened, lint-free cloth. Do not use any cleaning agents as they may have a 
corrosive effect. 

• To clean the CD, wipe it in a straight line from the center toward the edge 
using a soft, lint-free cloth. A cleaning agent may damage the disc! Never 
write on a CD or attach a sticker to it. 

» The lens may cloud over when the unit is moved suddenly from cold to warm 
surroundings. Playing a CD is not possible then. Leave the CD player in a warm 
environment until the moisture has evaporated.
